Take me into your confidence, my friends and peers, you who 
understand about politics. 
Is Mr. Henry Wallace off his chump, or 
does it just seem that way to a baffled citizen who reads what he say» 
with increasing bewilderment. 
In a way, it is terrible to approach practical politics with such 
complete innocence and lack of knowledge as I do, and on the other 
hand, it is a good thing to reveal this and have a spot to drop the 
revelation because many fellow citizens must suffer the same way, 
and maybe if 1 can get my thumb out of my mouth I can phrase for 
manv of us how we feel. 
Political Bats In His Belfry 
For instance, the other day Brother Wallace unzipped 
bazoo 
and allowed as how he would prefer to see Senator Taft elected presi­ 
dent rather than President Truman, and this befuddling statement 
was what started off the original chain of thought that may be Henry 
is afflicted with political bats in bis belfry. 
For I do remember quite clearly that Wallace once served as 
Vice President of the United States under the aegis of the Democratic 
Party. 
Or doesn't that mean anything any more? 
Or has h t turned 
Republican, and if so, why doesn’t he say it so that everyone can un­ 
derstand it? 
Not that a guy need be balmy to prefer Tafe to Truman. 
Should 
they run against one another there are going to be millions of perfectly 
sane citizens who will, but when a liberal Democrat makes a crack 
like that is when I get up and look in the mirror to see if t look as 
funny as I feel. 
Somebody is teched. 
Maybe it’s me. 
Maybe This Is Irony 
Then I say to myself—maybe this is irony, and what he is trying 
to point up is how dreadful it would be if Taft were elected, a posi­ 
tion with which I could concur, and in this w ay "we are to gather how 
much more dreadful he considers the head of his own party. 
But 
irony is the most dangerous of all devices, particularly in politic» 
since it is so easily misunderstood, and any politican who makes use 
of it should really submit his coconut for examation.

The laundry is the responsibility 
of Mrs. Eva Morgan, housekeeper 
at Jameson. 
As her title implies. Mrs. Mor­ 
gan is also charged with the never- 
ending job of keeping the hospital 
looking not only “neat as a pin” 
—but 
also scrubbed clean, for 
sanitation is more im portant in a 
hospital than any place else. 
Keeping 
rooms 
and 
corridors 
clean in New Castle is not so easy 
as it sounds, as any housewife 
will testify. 
To do this job requires 24 full­ 
time maids and 6 men. who start 
to work with mops and pails and 
dustcloths at seven o’clock every 
morning, seven days a week. 
One man spends all of his time 
washing windows—starting at the 
top floor, working down to the 
first floor—then starting all over 
again at the top! 
The cleaners try to wash down 
the 
walls, 
scour 
and

They m ust be people who are 
particulariy efficient} always de­ 
pendable. cheerful tor the sake 
of patients with whom they come 
into 
contact, 
and 
scrupulously 
honest. 
What 
does 
it 
cost 
to 
“keep 
house” in an institution the size 
of Jameson? Well, last year, a big 
chunk of the budget—S50.000— 
went 
to 
the 
housekeeping 
and 
iaundry departm ents. 
How many of us realize, when 
we pay our hospital bills—or com­ 
plain about having to do so—that 
it costs the hospital $50,000 a year 
to m aintain cleanliness and sani­ 
tation? 
Like the other departm ents of 
a hospital, housekeeping m ust be 
on duty night and day. Patient 
care requires constant attention 
to all details no m atter the hour. 
Sheets To Dustcloths 
The housewife who is buying 
sheets at today's prices will be in­ 
terested to know that the average 
life of a sheet at the hospital 
is exactly one year, or about 150 
washes. 
But this valuable piece of linen 
isn't discarded at the end of the 
year. 
First, it^is cut into yard squares 
for 
use as slings. And 
finally, 
when it can no longer serve even 
this purpose, it ends its days ig- 
nominiously as a dust cloth. 
No one will be happier to see 
the proposed new wing built at 
Jameson than Mrs. Morgan—for 
when the overcrowded conditions 
of the hospital arc relieved, it will 
make the 
job of housekeeping 
much easier.

G.N.C.A. Committee 
Report On Proposed 
New Taxes In City 


Special tax committee of the 
Greater New Castle Association, on 
Wednesday presented to council 
a copy of its report to the direc­ 
torate. 
It is as follows: 
Report of Special Tax Committee 
At a meeting of the Municipal 
Council November 24, 1947 there 
was introduced a resolution of in­ 
tent to adopt an ordinance where­ 
by every peison employed in New 
Castle would be taxed TVi mills 
on each dollar earned, * and, pur­ 
suant thereto, a legal notice ap­ 
peared in the New Castle News, 
November 29 and was to have ap­ 
peared December 6. 13 and 20. 
Subsequent thereto, action on 
the aforesaid resolution was an­ 
nulled and a new resolution intro­ 
duced intending to close the loop­ 
holes which had become apparent 
in the first resolution, legal notice 
ot which was published in the 
New Castle News, December 9, 
other publication dates being the 
16. 23 and 30 of December, 1947. 
To all intents and purposes the 
second resolution is in the nature 
of an earned income tax. 
It is quite evident to your oom- 
n ittee that great confusion exists 
as to the meahing of intent and 
application of the provisions of 
the aforesaid resolution. 
Confu­ 
sion also seems to exist as to what 
is the aggregate total amount upon 
which the tax would be levied. 
By reference to certain statisti­ 
cal data furnished your committee, 
it can be substantially shown that 
the total income, depending upon 
the method used in making the 
estimate, will vary between 35 and,

45 million dollars. - Your commit­ 
tee believes that 40 million would 
represent a reasonable estimate. 
In the initial news releases re­ 
lating to the proposed tax it was 
understood that the mercantile tax 
and the occupational tax would be 
done away with. 
Your committee recognizes that 
it is the policy of the association 
to create a climate favorable to in­ 
dustry, for industry is the back­ 
bone of our community. 
Industry 
means men and women at produc­ 
tive work. 
This means pay rolls 
and pay rolls mean prosperity to 
all of us, to the workers, the busi­ 
ness man. the owner and operator 
of mercantile enterprises, to the 
barber, the butcher and the can­ 
dlestick maker, and it is exceed­ 
ingly important to our city that 
we recognize this fact. 
Your committee also recognizes 
that any increase of tax generally 
meets with resistance, yet. from 
your committee’s observation and 
inquiry, there appears to be the 
feeling that if the municipal gov­ 
ernment actually needs an increase 
in tax, such increase should be 
forthcoming. 
On the other hand, 
the gpnerai response is to the 
effect that any tax levied should 
be equitable,, and, under the pres­ 
ent knowledge, the equity in the 
proposed levy appears to be open 
to serious question. 
Howrever, if the need for addi­ 
tional tax revenue is supportable, 
then a discussion of other possible 
tax revenue sources would seem 
to be in order. 
1. The 
Real 
Estate 
Tax:—At 
present 13 mills is levied on real 
estate for city purposes. 
Your committee is of the unani­ 
mous opinion that there should be 
no change in this levy until a 
complete study of the tax program 
has been undertaken and com­ 
pleted. 
2. The Occupational Tax:—The 
occupational tax is levied accord­ 
ing to the classification of the 
assessed value of occupations, and 
to all intents and purposes seems 
to be based upon an estimated in­ 
come in the low earning group of 
SI,500 (assessed value not to ex­ 
ceed 1% of annual earnings — 
assessed value of laborer $150.> 
If the present schedule of assessed 
valuation of the various occupa­ 
tions is doubled, the resulting tax 
revenue at 13 mills would be $88.- 
000. an increase in tax revenue of 
$44.000. 
In the past, difficulty has been 
experienced in collecting the occu­ 
pational tax; however, this objec­ 
tion is no longer valid since the 
Act of 1945, P.L. 1050 provides for 
the collection of per capita, poll 
and 
occupational 
taxes 
at 
the 
source, and if said collection is not 
made at the source, then at the 
expiration of sixty days the tax is 
collectible direct from the employ­ 
er. with ten (10) per cent penalty 
added, and, again, collectible under 
law\ 
3. The Per Capita Tax:— It is 
estimated that there are approxi­ 
mately 30,000 persons living in the 
City of New Castle over tw’enty- 
one years of age. 
A per capita 
tax (maximum allowed by law— 
$5) would bring in $30,000 per 
year of levy. 
At S5, the tax rev­ 
enue would amount to $150,000, 
and. as above stated, would be col­ 
lectible. 
4. The Personal Property Tax: 
—The committee feels that no fac­ 
tual 
survey of 
tax 
possibilities 
would be complete without men­ 
tion of the personal property tax. 
This 4 mill tax yielded the countv 
$100.000 annually as long as state 
reports were required. Such a tax 


i could readily yield the city ap- 
1 proximately $75,000 annually on 
a 4 mill basis, and existing laws 
give all authority necessarv for the 
t collection of the tax. The commit- 
1 tee is not recommending the adop­ 
tion of this tax unless, after study, 
an income tax appears justified. 
In such case, unearned income 
should not escape its just share 
j of the tax burden, as labor w’ould 
: thus be unjustly penalized. 
5. The Proposed Wage or In­ 
come 
Tax:—The 
presently 
pro­ 
posed pay roll or income tax of 
7Vi mills purportedly applies to 
wages and Salaries, to net profits 
and income earned by any person 
in any business, trade or other 
I activity and. assuming, of course, 
income from all such sources to 
| be 40 million dollars, would result 
in a tax revenue of 300,000 
It has been stated that about 
'$130.000 additional tax revenue is 
needed for the 1948 budget 
The 
above figures are in addition to 
the loss of taxable revenue if the 
mercantile and occupational taxe^ 
are done away with. 
In other words, the total rev­ 
enue to be raised by the imposi­ 
tion of the proposed tax is as fol­ 
lows: Loss by.removal of occupa­ 
tional tax. $44.000: loss by removal 
1 of mercantile tax, $34,000; addi-

We are definitely of the opinion 
i that taxes should not be levied in

Your committee has made a 
i computation showing the effect of 
) the application of the proposed 
payroll tax upon a cross section of 
I the tax paying citizen, that is to 
| say the effect of the tax upon a 
I citizen in several w age or salary 
j brackets, as follows:

p r o p e r t y 
assessed at $4,000, occupation tax, 
$250, at 13 mills, and a 7 1/2 percent 
payroll 
levy, tax would be in­ 
creased $15.50.

The law authorizing a levy on 
incomes is of recent origin and 
we have not been able to secure 
a copy of any third-class city or­ 
dinance; however, your committee 
i secured a copy of Income Tax 
Ordinance oi the City of Toledo, 
enacted in 1946. 
This is a booklet 734xl034 inches 
and contains 24 pages, exclusive of 
| the cover. 
The ordinance itself 
j is printed on four pages of this 
j booklet, 
the 
remaining 
twenty 
pages contain the rules and reg­ 
ulations pertaining thereto. It is 
really a formidable document. 
| 
Your committee is definitely of 
the opinion that bgf'ore the city 
embarks upon any new’ taxing pro­ 
cedure, competent and qualified 
consultants should be called in to 
make a study. 
There is great confusion in the 
minds of the public, due, we be­ 
lieve. to lack of understanding ot 
the subject. 
Such confusion is 
not good for this city. 
Conclusion:—From 
the 
above 
discussion, your committee is of 
the opinion that: 
There should be no change what­ 
ever in the present tax structure 
tor purposes of 1948 tax revenues, 
pending a thorough study by com­ 
petent and qualified experts. And. 


pending said study, all action on 
the proposed income tax for 1948 
tax revenue purposes should be 
cancelled and annulled 
Furthermore, 
we believe 
this j 
association should urge upon coun­ 
cil the desirability of calling upon ' 
competent and unbiased consult­ 
ants (such 
as the Pennsylvania 
Economy League ) for the purpose 
of making, a study, not only as to 
revenue sources, but also revenue 
needs. 
Such experts could, as a 
result of the study, make recom­ 
mendation 
as 
to 
equitable 
tax 
levies. 
The results of such a study, when 
made known to the tax-paying 
citizen, would improve his knowl­ 
edge as to the problem and ne*»ds 
of our municipal government, and 
enable said citizen to intelligently 
arrive at his own conclusion.

WASHINTON. Dec. 26,—(INS)— ( 
Two doctors have succeeded in f 
isolating at least one type of cold 
virus but they hold only slight 
; hope that immunity to the com­ 
mon cold can be developed. 
The men are Doctors Norman1 
Topping and Leon Atlas, repre- 
i senting the National Institute of 
Health, who have been experiment­ 
ing on volunteer human guinea 
pigs at the Lorton, Va., reforma­ 
tory. 
The virus they cultivated in em­ 
bryonic eggs w*as said to have 
caused death in an unusual num­ 
ber of embryos and readily in-1 
fected the volunteers upon innocu- 
lation. 
Person To Person 
Drs. Topping and Atlas believe 
the tests have proven that colds i 
are transmitted from person to 
person instead of being induced bv 
other factors. 
The 
virus 
they 
isolated 
re­ 
sembled that of influenza but Dr. j 
Topping said the tw’o were “easily 
distinguishable”. 
Persons 
innoculated 
with 
the 
virus suffered fatigue, sneezing, 
headaches, coughing and burning j 
eyes and some developed more se­ 
vere symptoms such as chills, hot 
flashes, laryngitis, fever and sharp 
pains. 
Dr. 
Topping said 
the experi­ 
ments will be renewed early next 
year with emphasis on the study 
of possible basic immunity accom­ 
panying colds but he expressed 
doubt that any such immunity ii 
ever developed, will be of signifi- j 
cant duration.

Nixon has consistently opposed

tions concerning C om m unist-front 
organizations w ill be included in 
th e prospective legislation. 
The 
C alifornia congressm an contended 
th at a full declaration of purposes 
should be required of front-or- 
ganizations and an accounting of 
how funds raised by such groups 
are spent should be m ade public.
